Hi -Have a TR3 I'm restoring and could use some help. 


I have a TR3 that I just obtained. Vy dirty but after clean-up and cleaning 
of relay, worked quite well on rx but not on tx. Changed several weak tubes 
6EA7's got power out only on cw 
and USB but very weak on LSB. Tried to adjust carrier balance and associated 
circuits with no effect. Thought that diode in balanced modulator may be out 
but resistance measurements are the same (40k) on each leg. Feeding ina 
signal 
from the Heathkit SB610 thru the mic jack gave the expected waveform on usb 
but a 
much reduced waveform on lsb. No adjusting of the balance pot or the 
variable caps 
near it seems to have an effect? C130 the bfo control next to the balance pot 
also seems to be not working as I cann't get the noise to the same pitch 
as I rock back 
and forth from USB to LSB. Worried that the lsb xstal filter is broken?

This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message.

Hi Bob, 

Do you have a freq. ctr that you can use to ck the freq. of the 9 mc osc? 
Should be very close to 9.000 - within 1 kc, and adjustable in a range of 
only abt 1 or 2 kc. 

Sounds like a problem I've seen several times, one right now. I think 
this area of the TR-3/4 is one that looks to be simple, but it gives me 
fits. I had a TR-3 a cupla yrs ago, similar problem, even came to me with 
notes that one filter was xx db lower in thruput. Don't remember exactly, 
maybe 20-30. I found a replacement filter, put it in after bench tesitng. 
Same problem. Ended up the 9 mc osc. was off, may even have been on the 
wrong side of the "good" filter. Got it in between, everything fine. And 
the extra filter went to a needy buyer, after bench testing. Wish I had 
kept it for the future. 

But, it's not uncommon for one side of the "“soupcan" filter of the TR-3 & 
early TR-4 to go bad. If you've got a sig. gen. and scope, you can check 
it out, in ckt, unpowered, with usable results. 

My present problem is a TR-4, similar symptoms. But in ckg, the peaks of 
the filters are about 1200 cy further apart than they should be. So, with 
the 9 mc osc centered, neither does a good job, audio sounds too hi. It 
can be put at the right point for only one filter at a time. It's an early 


one, with the soupcan, and I had a TR-3 handy, so swapped it's filter in. 

Didn't sound right, and in fussing with it I've caused another problem, 

which I haven't resolved yet. Need to, as there's a eager new owner 

waiting. I hate to tell people I have something almost ready to sell. 
Hope that's some help - at least you know you're not alone.

>One of my SP-600's when I got it had really lousy selectivity. When 
>realigning it, I found that the crystal frequency in the filter, due to 
>aging moved enough, that it was not tuneable to the peak or center of the IF 
>passband. After I found the resonant frequency of the crystal, I realigned 
>the IF transformers for that frequency, compensated for the shift by 
>realigning the band edges of the variable oscillator/RF/mixer stages and 
>retuned the BFO for the new IF frequency. I ran tests on the selectivity 
>after realignment and found the skirts back to specs. 


Meir, I would love to hear about the setup and circuit you used to do this. 
Feel free to cc: the Boatanchors list as others can surely use this info. 
I've yet to find such info in a handy ARRL Handbook of the period (nor the 
excellent Marcus and Levy ELEMENTS OF RADIO SERVICING).

Hi Andy, 

How's your refurb job coming? The SP-600 manual tells you to do this. 
It's really intuitive, nothing fancy about it. The GPR-90 thread on the 
390 list seems to have missed the idea that it really has to be done with 
every xtal filter rcvr. Basically, center the sig. gen. freq. on the 
filter b4 peaking the I.F. Then procede with the rest of the alignment. 

If your manual doesn't cover it, I'll summarize it for you, and can send 
you a copy of the -JX-17 manual (military), which is very complete, abt 80 
pgs, for $7.50, 1st class mail.
